The last proposamade by the con- 
spirators, planning&to oppose’ the 
allies, it is said, ee to ask Poland 
to combine with ,Eastern Germany, 
in the formation of an independent 
republic. The offer, it is declared, 
was rebuffed by the Poles, who asked 
why it had not been offered ten years 
ago. ; 

REPUBLIC OR MONARCHY 

Details of the secret plan to create 
a separate state in north’ eastern 
Germany are revealed by the Danzig 
correspondent of the Tageblatt.- who 
says it was the intention to co-oper- 
ate with the Grand Duke of Mecklen- 


berg in the establishment of either aj 


republic or a monarchy to include 
Kast Prussia, West Prussia and Pos- 
‘en. The plan, he says, was favored 
by Adolph Von Batocki, president of 
East Prussia, Herr Schnackenburg, 
president of West Prussia, and Herr 
Von Buelo, president of Posen. 

Herr Wig, the national commis- 
sioner for Posen and the two Prus- 
sian provinces, the correspondent de- 
clares, was to head the movement 
and was to be in charge of the mili- 
tary forces which were to make an 
immediate attack as soon as the peace 
treaty was signed. 

The plan was disclosed, itis added, 
when various generals interested had 
a conference with the government 
leaders at Weimar. General Groen- 
er, the chief commander, it is declar- 
ed, was the first,to decide to abandon 
the plan. Mathias Erzberger, head 
of the German armistice commission, 
and Herr Hoersing, the commissioner 
for Upper Silesia, also were involved. 
Herr Noske, the minister of defence, 
the correspondent asserts,vhad a dif- 
ficult task in persuading Erzberger to 
give up the plan. 

The government, it 
feared that Hoersing, instead of op- 
erating against the Poles with the 
troops under his command, would 
turn about face and march on Berlin 
in an attempt to re-establish — the 
former emperor on the throne.

CANADA TAKES = 
FULL RANK WITH 
WORLD POWERS 


PLENIPOTENTIARIES SIGN THE 
TREATY AT ‘VERSAILLES FIRST 
AMONG DOMINIONS. 


Ottawa, June 30.—The news that 
Canada’s representatives at Paris 
signed after the Bvitish ministers had 
attached their signatuies and the first 
among the British dominions, is con- 
tained in an official message given 
out to the Canadian Press by the de- 
partment of public information as 
follows: 

“Canada made a complete step to- 
ward nationhood within the empire 
when her plenipotentiaries took full 
rank with those of the world powers 
in the signing of the treaty of peace 
at Versailles Saturday. The honor 
of representing Canada at this histor- 
ic gathering fell to Hon. A. L. Sifton 
and Hon. C. J. Doherty, who signed 
immediately after the British minis- 
ters, and were the first of the British 
dominions to sign. They were fol- 
lowed by the representatives of Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, South Africa 
and India. France followed the do- 
minions, and then came the represent- 
atives of Italy and the lesser powers.”

out of the returned man, but not un- 
til, What an exhibition of gratitude, 
something to be proud of, for those 
who ‘practise the same. About the 
best I have seen done for these men 
is nothing but an endeavor to humili- 
ate them; those who want’ proof of 
this, let them attend one of the 
G.W.V.A. weekly dances, watch the 
men with the ‘war service’ badge, and 
other ‘sect.’ Notice the 
sociability accorded the former by the 
latter. I have only had the pleasure 
of attending two of these dances, and 
what I discerned there in reference 
to the above matter wns certainly 
deplorable, to quote the least. Many 
of these returned men have I seen 
and conversed with, and all were of 
one opinion, to wit, their efforts, from 
all appearances, have not been appre- 
ciated. Why a more appreciative 
spirit is not shown these men_ re- 
mains, and always will, a problem to 
The receptions given these boys 


more than forced, the whole is too 
artificial, lacking the spontaneous 
spirit which goes to show what depth 
of feeling there is on first glimpse 
of the boys’ return. Two words will 
suffice to term the nature of such re- 
ceptions, ‘ice-cold.’ Would to God 
some people could only have heen 
‘over there’ to witness the past 
world tragedy. The suffering, pati- 
ence, above all, the great hope which 
bore our lads through many a weary 
day and bloody battle, the hope that 


¥/some day they would return home to 


a peaceful, loving, appreciative peo- 
ple. What a contrast between their 
expectations and the present reality, 
What a fallacy. Methinks all is in 
vain. Words will never, illustrate 
what these boys have gone through, 
sufrered and lost. Ah, well; some 
day, by the will of God, some folks 
will get a slight conception of what 
this ‘Armageddon’ was actually like. 
Till such time our boys will have to 
grin and bear this indifference from 
such a grateful people, as they bore 
the brunt of battles. The least some 
folk could do, from whichever district 
a soldier comes, is to arrange a small 
receptive dinner and dance, such 
little would be highly appreciated by 
the boys in acknowledgment for their 
splendid heroic services and sacri- 
fices. Indeed, it would be well for us 
to look and firmly believe these boys 


Bito be our protectors, saving us, as 


they did, from a would-be age of slav- 
ery and Prussian domination. With 
such knowledge let us consider our- 
selves under silent obligation to the 
returned men. 

Although making this 
nouncement of the cold indifferent at- 
titude exhibited towards these boys, 
it is quite obvious I do not make it 


M\ applicable to all, but unfortunately 


there is in our beloved country a cer- 


4/tain sect of so-called British subject 


who are without slightest possible 
doubt, worse than the enemy alien. 
Let some of our worthy people con- 
sider this concrete fact. There is one 
more point IT would like to put before 
the public, that is: “Do we really un- 
derstand the returned man, and what 
appears to us, his irregularities?” I 
venture to state there are not many 
among us who have even given the 
same a passing thought, a rather re- 
grettable thing to say, on the face of 
it. However, those who have taken 


#\a little interest in these men will find 
i! how inconsistent most of them are in 


their ways; others, shadowed by the 
‘spirit of restlessness,’ cannot settle 
down to former occupations held by 
them prior to the war. My contention 
towards a solution of employing and 
living among our war heroes, is to 
make an individual study of each 
man, and should difficulty be found 
in progressing with him, try and for- 
bear; in fact, we must, otherwise this 
problem which is facing us all will 
never be solved, neither will it be 
obliterated. 

I only hope, in drawing my com- 
ments on this subject in question, that 
those to whom certain parts of this 
article is applicable will endeavor to 
cultivate a better spirit on behalf of 
those who survived the sufferings 
and torture of the European Hell, so 
that they who remained at home 
might enjoy the blessings of freedom 
and an everlasting peace. Ere clos- 
ing I appeal to such people for a little 
more sympathy towards these splen- 
did lads, anticipating this will pro- 
vide food for thought, and stir up a 
deeper sense of feeling for the re- 
turned man.

Mayor Hodgson and members of the 
St. Paul association, through repre- 
sentatives here, are preparing an 
appeal to Minnesota for half a mil- 
lion dollars for reconstruction work.

“WITH SENATE ON 
PROHIBITION ACT 


BORDEN ‘MOVES’ RESOLUTION, 
AND 1S LARGELY SUPPORTED ON 
DIVISION — 


Ottawa, June 26.—This morning the 
senate amendment to the prohibition 
act came before the house and Sir 
Robert Borden moved that the 
house disagree with the amendment. 

“If the house,” he said, “should as- 
sent to the amendment it would sim- 
ply be denying the principle for 
which the bill was passed.” 

Sir Robert’s motion reads: “This 
house disagrees. with the senate 
amendment for the following reasons: 


DESTROYS THE PRINCIPLE 


‘1. “The senate amendment destroys 

the principle and purpose of the bill. 
The orders in council are valid dur- 
ing the continuance of the war in any 
event and without any confirming act; 
and possibly they may be valid for the 
period of twelve months thereafter, 
as mentioned in the orders in council. 
Therefore, the bill as amended by the 
senate does not give the orders ~in 
council any greater validity than they 
now possess, while, on the other hand, 
it expressly limits their possible op- 
erations. 

“In view of the difficulties which 
confront the country during the per- 
iod of readjustment, and having re- 
gard to dangers of unemployment and 
to the conditions of unrest which pre- 
vail throughout the Dominion, the 
reasons which justified the passage 
of the orders in council continue to 
exist during demobilization and will 
continue to exist throughout the 
period covered by the bill as passed 
by the house. : 

“3. The bill as passed b§ the house 
is in the interests of the maintenance 
of peace, order and good government 
in Canada, and it will tend to prevent 
waste, promote thrift, conserve re- 
sources and increase national effi- 
ciency.’” 

Replying to Mr. Bureau, Mr. Meigh- 
en stated that the government had 
secured a legal opinion from the de- 
partment of justice such as to justify 
the passage of this bill. 


GOVBRNMENT SUPPORTED 


When the motion was put a num- 
ber of members on the oonposition 
benches demanded a formal division, 
This resulted in Sir Robert Borden’s 
motion being ¢Garried by a majority 
of 71, the vote stading 105 for, and 34 
against. All the members on the gov- 
ernment side supported the motion, 


and Messrs. Baldwin, Sinclair (An- 
tigonish); Robb, Duff, Copp, White 
(Victoria); Sinclair (Queens); Me- 


Masters, Pedlow and Hunt also voted 
for it. The French members on the 
Liberal side were practically solid 
against the motion.

LABOR LEGISLATION 
IS EXPECTED SOON 


Winnipeg, June 26.—A special dis- 
patch to the Free Press from its 
Ottawa correspondent gays : 

“Important and far-reaching recom- 
mendations, designed to bring about 
better relations between labor and 
capital, and tO improve conditions, 
are incorporated in the report of the 
industrial relations commission, un- 
der Mr. Justice Mathers, which is 
expected to submit the findings to 
the government tomorrow or next 
day. 

“The commission will recommend 
that a confefence be held immediate- 
ly with the provincial authorities, 
with a view toward bringing about 
the following reforms: 

“1, An eight-hour day throughout 
Canada. 

“2. A minimum wage for both male 
and female workers. 

“3. Collective bargaining as_ pres- 
cribed by the railway unions. 

“The commission will further 
recommend that the Dominion gov- 
ernment take steps as soon as pos- 
sible for the formation of industrial 
councils on the Whitley plan, as ad- 
opted in England. 
provisions be made for old age pen- 
sions, that a system of unemployment 
insurance be inaugurated, together 
with insurance against sickness and 
disability.” 


IMMIGRATION BILL 
HELD FOR DISCUSSION 


Ottawa, June 26.--In_ the 
yesterday, the government's” supply 
bill was given a second reading, 
Senator Bostock, Liberal leader, con- 
Fratulating the government for the 
detailed form in which the bill had 
been presented to the house. Sena- 
tor Nicholls, however, said that he 
agreed with Senator Ross that the 
senate should give more careful 
supervision of the government's 
financial measures and gave notice 
that he would move to amend the 
senate rules so as to provide for a 
finance committee to deal with all 
money bills. 

In committee on the bill provid- 
ing for the control of immigration 
into Canada, ‘Senftor George Brad- 
bury offered an amendment designed 
to forbid the entrance to Canada of 
Russians or citizens of enemy alien 
countries. 

A number of senators objected to 
the provision that the refusal of ad- 
mission should be left to order-in- 
council and to the decision of immi- 
gration officials. 

On the suggestion of Sir James 
Lougheed, the bill was held for fur- 
ther consideration, to see if an ac- 
ceptable understanding could be 
yoached, if

He added : 

“As a nationalisation of shipping 
as a

tion for ships trading inter-imperially, 
but in order to give effect to our im- 
perial programme something more 
solid than high-sounding phrases and 
copy-kook platitudes such as ‘Trade 
follows the flag,’ must be used as the 
real connecting link. 

Practice must follow, and, indeed, 
ought to precede phrases. The Em- 
pire's resources are boundless, and we 
ought to harness them by action rath- 
er than eloquence. 

“Britain's financial burden has been 
the greatest in the war, and in order 
that she shall quickly recuperate the 
trade of the Empire must be develop- 
ed: 

“In developing our land areas in 
Canada we have had to link up place 
to place with railroads. That was 
vital to the development of dominions 
overseas. These railroads have had 
to be built with government aid, and 
under a certain amount of govern- 
ment guidance and control. Just as 
internal transport was needed and 
must increase, so external transport 
is now of vital and urgent moment. 
How this is to be attained must and 
should be the work of legislation 
without delay.”

VOTERS’ LIST 


Prior to the year 1917 the right to 
vote at an election for Councillors for 
a Municipal District was limited to 
the parties who were assessed for 
land. In the year 1917, however, the 
right to vote for Councillors was ex- 
‘tendéd to include the wives, hus- 
bands, sons and daughters of the per- 
sons assessed, provided such wives, 
husbands, sons and daughters were 
twenty-one years of age and resident 
within the boundaries of the Munici- 
pality. It was felt that the relatives 
of the owners or occupants of land 


were by their industry assisting both 
directly-and indirectly in the progress 
and work of the Municipality, and 
therefore it seemed only right that 
they should have a right to say who 
they wished to carry on the business 
of the Municipality. ° 

The amendment to the Act, how- 
ever, which made provision for these 
parties voting, placed upon the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer the burden of finding 
out who the parties where that were 
entitled to vote because of their rela- 
tion to persons who were assessed, 
and of entering their names on the 
voters’ list. It was found that it was 
impossible for a Secretary-Treasurer 
without a great amount of labor to 
make a complete list of these people. 
For example, sons and daughters of 
persons assessed are entitled to have 
their names placed on the voters’ list 
when they become twenty-one years 
of age, and when the Secretary-Treas- 
urer was required to make up the list 
it was absolutely impossible for him 
to do so properly without making a 
canvass of the entire district each 
year, inquiring as to when these par- 
ties became of age, and also as to 
whether or not they were resident in 
the Municipality. This being the 
case, it was felt to be unfair that 
such a burden should be placed on 
that official, therefore, at the last 
session of the Legislature, the Hon. 
A. G. MacKay, Minister of Municipal 
Affairs, introduced an amendment 
which has now become law, requiring 
all persons who were entitled to vote 
at an election of Councillors, because 
of their being wives, husbands, sons 
or daughters of persons assessed, to 
register their names with the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. 

All parties entitled to vote because 
of their relationship to a person 
assessed must make application to 
have their names placed on the vot- 
ers’ list, otherwise they will not be 
able to vote at the election for Coun- 
cillors. Such applications must be 
made to the Secretary-Treasurer of 
the district some time between 
November Ist and December 3ist, 
both inclusive, of each year, during 
the usual office hours. Application 
may be made personally by the per- 
son claiming the right to vote, or it 
may be made through the party on 
account of whose assessment an ap- 
plicant claims the right to _ vote. 
All persons who are of the opinion 
that they have the right to vote under 
this provision should therefore be 
careful to make application to have 
their names placed on the voters’ list 
in due time, so that they may be able 
to cast their ballots at the next elec- 
tion for Municipal District Council- 
lors. 

Another amendment to the provis- 
ions of the Municipal District Act in 


connection with the voters’ list 
should also be noted. That is an 
amendment to Section 88 of the 
Municipal District Act, which re- 


quires a copy of the voters’ list to 
be posted up at some central place in 
each polling division in the Municipal 
District. As the Act formerly stood, 
it ‘only required that there shall be 
a copy of the voters’ list placed in 
the Secretary-Treasurer’s office. This 
was inconvenient, because it frequent- 
ly meant a special trip of quite a few 
miles, if an elector wished to find out 
whether or not his name was on the 
voters’ list. 

Unless the business of a Municipal- 
ity is controlled by an active and in- 
telligent public opinion, there can- 
not be the results there should be 
from our municipal organizations. 
With the widening of the franchise 
and the making of additional provis- 
ion whereby parties entitled to vote 
may make sure that their names are 
on the voters’ list, there will be an 
incentive to greater interest being 
taken in municipal matters, as one 
of the weak spots in rural municipal 
organization in the past has been the 
Jack of interest on the part of the 
majority of the electors as to who 
should be elected Councillors.

MARKETING OF 
POULTRY PRODUGTS 


Marketing has much to do with the 
success or failure of any poultry plant. 
No matter how successfully the plant 
may be run, if the marketing end of 
the business is not properly looked 
afer, the whole enterprise will sooner 
or later end in failure. 

Every producer should get the best 
price possible for his products, and 
to do this it is necessary to pay par- 
ticular attention to their quality, and 
the season at which the products are 
sold. 

Eggs: Eggs should be gathered 
regularly and often. All small and 
dirty eggs should be retained for 
home use or sold separate from the 
rest. 

The eggs should be neatly packed— 
if for private trade, they are made 
more attractive if put {nto neat car- 
tons. : 

The sooner the eggs are in the 
hands of the consumer the greater 
the satisfaction and consequently the 
better the price received. 

‘The pullets should be early so that 
production will be heavy. If at any 
time during season the eggs become 
so plentiful as to cause a glut in the 
market, forcing down the price to 
the cost of production, it is often 
advisable to use a good preservative 
'and put away the surplus for the per- 
iod of scarcity which invariably fol- 
lows. 

Table Poultry: 


Immediately fol- 
lowing “the spring lay” the flock 
should be gone over and all useless 
cock birds and those hens that show 
they intend to rest for the summer, 
should be put into crates and fed 
heavily for a week or ten days and 
then sent to market either live or 
dressed, according to market require- 
ments. This culling should not all 
be done at one time, but gradually as

Broilers : It will pay to market 
many of the early cockerels as broil- 
ers, depending on those later hatch- 
ed for roosters as the season advanc- 
es. All cockerels of the light weight 
varieties should be marketed as broil- 
ers. When they are eight to ten 
weeks old either crate or pen feed 
them for a week or two so as to finish 
well before marketing. 

Roasters: In the general purpose 
breeds, such as Plymouth Rocks and 
Wyandottes, the main crop of cock- 
erels should’ be held for roasters. 
These should be crate fed for from 
ten days to two weeks, or even four 
weeks, according to requirements. 
The most economical gains are made 
the first ten days to two weeks, but 
to get the best finish it will require 
three or even four weeks in the crat- 
es.

" JUST WHAT DO THE FARMERS 
MEAN? 


(Edmonton Journal) 


It is an ambitious programme that 
the United Farmers of Alberta have 
undertaken. Not the reformation of 
Canadian politics, but its complete 
remaking, is aimed at, involving the 
development of an entirely new pol- 
itical system, and the preliminary’ 
discussion in local farmers’ conven- 
tions throughout the province,*includ- 
ing West Edmonton, have been direct- 
ed mainly toward that end. We are 
promised, through the action of the 
United Farmers, a new and _ better 
kind of politics. 

That Alberta farmers are well able 
to introduce into the political life of 
the country a spirit and motive that 
will make for good, and that their 
influence may be made as wholesome 
as powerful goes without saying. No 
body of citizens in allthe country is 
better fitted to attack the problem 
than the great and growing body of 
farmer-citizens, and the success 
which has already marked their or- 
ganized efforts in other directions is 
thought by themselves to augur well 
for the success of this new effort. 

Precisely what is meant by the néw 
type of political action proposed hy 
the farmers is not, however, quite 
clear. President Woods says it is to 
be democratic in a way that has nev- 
er before characterized Canadian poli- 
tics, and it is to stand essentially for 
the people’s rights as against any 
class or party. It is to avoid  par- 
tisanship. First and always it is to 
be founded upon principles of popular 
government of a distinctly ‘social or- 
der. 

The difficulty in carrying out such 
a programme will be that even 
against its own intentions it will 
naturally develop some form or color- 
ing of partisanship, and will come to 
be looked upon, even by itself, as a 
third party. In some shape or in 
some degree it it the inevitable 
tendency of modern politics to be- 
come partisan, and even a democratic 
profession will hardly be sufficient to 
ward off the universal tendency. 

It may well be, however, that even 
.with a farmers’ party, organized and 
recognized as_ such, an invaluable 
contribution will be new and fresh, 
and under wise leadership should be 
effective within its particular field. 
There is no reason,to believe that 
‘the farmers will be unduly reaction- 
ary in their politics, and the general 
spirit of their political aim is com- 
mendabte ; but before it can be said 
that their programme is a_ success 
they will have to show more clearly 
just what they mean by their . pro- 
fessions of democracy and anti-

It was meet that we should make 
merry and be glad;:for this thy 
brother was dead and.Js alive again, 
and was lost, and is found.—Luke 15: 
32. 

The gospel of St. Luke is marked 
in a special way by its interest in the 
religion and salvation of those who 
were outcast. ; 

Criticism had been made of Jesus 
for associating in a friendly way 
with publicans and sinners. The 


rigid, puritanical, straight-laced clas- 
ses of His day could not understand 
the spirit of helpful friendship and 
cordial good-will which prompted 
such action. 


To meet this criticism, Jesus nar- 
rated three parables, in which He set 
forth His teaching concerning repent- 
ance and remission of sins in a way 
that never fails to make an appeal to 
the heart of man. These _ parables 
suggest several motives which natur- 
ally prompt one to soul-saving. 

The story of the shepherd 
seeks the one lost sheep ‘until he 
finds it,’ and suggests that regard for 
one’s reputation, a sense of honor, 
would lead those who were protes- 


who 
sedly the shepherds of Israel to ‘take 
real interest in the welfare of the 


lost sheep of the house of Israel. 
The parable of the careful house- 
wife and the lost coin suggests that 
the lives of those who are lost have 
a very real value in themselves, and 
it is worth while to save them. In 
closing these parables Jesus em- 
phasizes the joy of the highest,in the 
work of redemption. “There is joy 
in the presence of God over one sin- 
ner that repenteth.” The use of tne 
word ‘repent’ here is apparently 
strange inasmuch as evidently neith- 
er the sheep nor the coin could ‘re- 
pent. But very evidently Jesus 
wished to emphasize the truth, that 
in all human uplift, the impulse starts 
from a divine source. God makes 
the first advances and repentance is 
the human response to the “love that 
will not let us go.” ‘We love God 
because He first loved us.” ’ 


The parable of the lost son might 
well be called the parable of the 
loving father, for he indeed is the 
central figure of the drama, and in 
his attitude is expressed the teaching 
of Jesus. 


A certain man had two sons, strik- 
ingly different in their habits of life 
and in their methods of conduct. 


What striking differences exist 
between the personalities of mem- 
bers of the same family! But just 
as varied will be the religious ex- 
periences of each and the methods

He asks for his rights ‘before he 
knows how to use his inheritance and 
the father grants his request. How 


wonderfully God places upon .his 
child-man the responsibility of living. 
He does not coerce us by external 
authority, we live in a world of free- 
dom. “‘Our wills are ours, we know 
not how,” we are the masters of our 
fate. The young man receives his 
inheritance, he has the power, with-. 
out a sense of -responsibility. We 
sometimes pity the sons of the poor 
who have to struggle for existence, 
and whose whole course is a conflict 
with adverse circumstances, but in- 
finitely more pitiable is the condition 
of 
wealth, whose only law is the love of 
self. Many sermons have been 
preached on the training of children, 
but vastly more important is it to 
preach on the training of parents. 
What a responsibility rests upon 
those who permit their children to 
launch out upon the ocean of life 
without the wisdom that will safely 
guide. Is it any wonder that there 
are so many wrecks, so many human 
derelicts, when men are taught to 
prize their rights and are allowed to 
neglect their duties? 


Life has a wonderful method of dis- 


cipline, of administcring its laws. The 
stern loving kindnes: of God is seen 
in the day of adversity. His money 
gone, his friends likewise vanished, 
the wanderer at last cemecs to him- 
self and begins to reason things out. 
For the first time he has a true sense 
of sonship, and with it a saving sense 
of unworthiness. His spirit of inde- 
pendence is awakened, henceforth he 
will pay for what he gets. He goes 
back home because he is a son. When 
will men learn this truth that man is 
the child of God. When this truth 
flashes out in our consciousnss, we 
pass from death to life. 


We are not then the servants of 
sin. A new conception of God’s fath- 
erhood comes to us, and the mor2 we 


meditate upon the eternal goodness’ 


of our Father God, as revealed in the 
character and by the teaching of 
Christ, the greater will be our faith, 
the keener our interest, the deeper 
our joy in human redemption. 


It is well that in this age, the

_London, June 26.—The anti-Lioyd 
George press, in its eagerness to fire 
brickbats, is misusing a phrase in the 
speech of Sir George , Perley at the 


luncheon given to Premier Hughes. 
The Westminster Gazette says: “If 
the government is going to adopt 
Hughes’ ideas to turn the Empire 
into a closed preserve with German 
trade barred and other foreign trade 
heavily discouraged, merchants, man- 
ufacturers and shipowners ought to 
know it. If they are going to give 
the preferences he demands, which 
can only be on wool, meat and corn, 
the public ought to know it. Also if 
Sir George Perley’s view that the 
produce of the Empire shall be used 
for trade within the Empire is to 
prevail, that in fairness should be 
frankly stated to the supreme econ- 
omic council and our European allies, 
for otherwise plans for most of the 
economic provisions will be on a 
false basis and any assurances which 
are given both to the enemy and to 
the Allies are mere scraps of paper. 
“When these views are publicly 
stated, with the apparent support of 
Lord Milner, who may be supposed to 
represent the ‘government, and there 
is no cabinet to appeal to, either to

BIRD PROTECTION 


Laura B. Durand, secretary Cana- 
diun Society for the protection * of 
Birds, 13 University avenue, Toronto, 
writes : 

Few people are aware of the amaz- 
ing number of insect species. They 
outnumber by far the total of the 
species of all other living creatures. 
Over 300,000 species of insects have 
already been named and described by 
entomologists, and it is heleved that 

{twice that number remain to he 
r classified. 

Along with this astonishing variety 
of insect life is the more astonishing 
capacity of the species for reproduc- 
tion. Their fecundity ig almost be- 
yond belief. Take the aphides, for 
example. This family exhibits neut- 
rals as well as true males and femal- 
es, the neutrals having the capacity 
to produce’ sexless individuals “in 
‘rapid succession. The aphidae faim- 
ily are plant suckers. The hop aphis 
develops thirteen generations in a 
single year. If unchecked, at the 
end of the twelfth generation a single 
pair of these insects would have mul- 
tiplied to ten sextillions of  indivi- 
duals, which, if marshalled in’ line, 
ten to an inch, would reach to a point 
in the universe beyond the farthest 
star. 5 

Besides the overwhelinilig variety 
and fecundity of insects is their vor- 
acity, which is equally marvelous. All 
eat enormously. A caterpillar will 
eat twice its weight in a day. Cer-
